Buildings totally demolished:.» Con- 
crete school building, Baptist church 
and city drug store. | 

Buildings unroofed: Woodland. bank, 
Woodland warehouse and . Woodland 
Excelsior Works. 

Unroofed and partiv demolished: 
Woodland Ginnery and Milling Com- 
pany, S. F. Woodall furniture, store 
and Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
depot. 

Residences totally demolished: Ben 
Smith, J. lL. Hammond and Ernest 
Trussell. Many negro houses on the 
outskirts of the town were totally de- 
molished, the chimneys were blown 
from several, every house in the negro 
community being damaged more or 
less. 

The residence of C. O. Freeman, near 
Waverly Hall, was totally destroyed. 
All of hig household goods were blown 
away, his barn was destroved, two 
head of horses and several cows being 
killed... 

The barn and outhouses of Mr. W. 
H. Kellam, near Woodland, were de- 
stroyed, 
killed. 

Mr. Jack A. Brady was 
injured during the storm.

Benecia, Cal., April 17.—The China- 
Japan mail, which left San Francisco 
over the Southern Pacific railway for 
the east, at 9 o’clock Saturday night, 
was heid up by two masked men at 
Spring, two miles east of here at 
12:30 o’clock this morning, and robbed 
of nine pouches of registered mail. 

The train carried no express matter. 
Four of the pouches have been _re- 
covered, but the robbers rifled the 
others and now are hiding in the hills 
and canyons between Mariinez and 
Oakland. Sheriff's posses from two 
counties, detectives ana postoffice in- 
spectors on horses and in automo- 
hiles are engaged in the man hunt. 
The robbers were well armed and a 
battie is expected. 

Passengers Not Disturbed. 

The passengers on the train were 
not disturbed and several of them did 
not learn of the robbery until this 
morning. After getting the mail sacks, 
the robbers cut the engine from. the 
train and sent it wild, throttle open, 
down the main track to the east. 

In the direct. path of the engine 
was a section of passenger train No. 
5, westbound, heavily loaded. But for 
tie .presence of mind of @ telegraph 
operator at Suisun, a serious collision 
would have taken place. The engine 
was thrown into a ditch in the nick 
of time. i 

The train robbery Is the first in 
California for several years. It was 
plotted and executed in daring, spec- 
taculer fashion. 
Revolvers at 
the fast mail 
two men who had left Oak- 
another train, two hours 
and had left their train on 
the Port Costa ferry, climbed unob- 
served on the rear end of the fast 
mail’s locomotive tender. The train 
had gone less than five miles from 
Benecia when the stowaways climbed 
over the oil tankner of the tender and 
pointed revolvers at the heads of the 
engineer and fireman, ordering them 
to stop the engine and get off. 

From the point where their boat was 
moored, the bandits rowed directly 
across the bay to Bull's Headpoint, one 
and a half miles east of Martinez. 
There they abandoned the boat. in 
climbing the bank one of the men slip- 
ped and lost a 38-caliber revolver and 
a pair of field-glasses. This made three 
clews for the officers to work on. 

All Trace Lost. 

From the point where the boat was | 
abandoned all trace of the men was) 
lost. but before daylight a horse and 
buggy were stolen, supposedly by the 
robbers, from a stable in Martinez. 
Retween 8 and 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, George Frazier, a farmer living 
three miles east of Martines, heard a 
horse and buggy driven past his house 
at a wild pace. This has lent definite 
direction to the chase, which early in 
the afternoon centered in the hills and 
open country leading to Oakland. 
Sheriff Veale, of Contracosta county, 
was the first official to start after the 
bandits. With a posse, he left Marti- 
nez at 1 o'clock in the morning. They 
crossed from the west shore of the 
bay in a launch, to a point where the 
bandits embarked for the west shore. 
So quick and accurate was the pursuit 
that it is thought the bandits and the 
officers passed each other in the dark, 
and the hunted men were warned of 
the whereabouts of their pursuers by 
the noise of the launch. 

“Take us to the express car.” one of 
the bandits shouted to the engineer. 
When informed by the train crew that 
the train carried no express matter, 
they said: “Then, take us to the mail 
ear.” Arriving there, they threatened 
to blow it up with dynamite if the door 
was not opened. Under this threat, 
Herbert B. Black, in charge of the car, 
and his assistant, Thomas W. Clancey. 
appeared at the door. The robbers com- 
pelled the engineer and fireman to en- 
ter the car with orders to “throw out 
the registered mail packages.”

STATE LOSES WITNESS 
AGAINST DR. HYDE 


Indications Are That Dr. Twys- 
man Will Never Take 
the Stand. 


Kansas City, .Mo., Apri) 17.—Indieca- 
tions are tonight that Dr. G. Ww. Twy- 
man will never take the witness-stand 
for the defense in the trial of Dr. B. 
C. Hyde, which reopens tomorrow. Dr. 
Twyman, who is in a local hospital guf- 
fering from acute diverticulitis, under- 
went a sudden relapse last night, and 
his recovery is doubtful. Even though 
he should eventually recover, physi- 
cians do not believe'he will be able 
to leave the hospital! within two weeks. 
The state is expected to complete its 
testimony in the case in this length of 
time. The defense will not agree to 
Dr. Twyman testifying after the state 
has closed its testimony. 

The loss of Dr. Twyman’s testimony 
would prove serious to the state, Prose- 
cutor Conkling declares. For years 
Dr. Twyman was the Swope family 
physician. It was he who first told 
Dr. Hyde he was suspected of murder- 
ing and poisoning members of the 
Swope family. The men had worked 
jointly during the illness in the home, 
Dr. Hyde, however, acting only as an 
assistant.

Popular Enthusiasm Exceeded 


Louis Kossuth--Roosevelt Was 
Fairly Mobbed at the Buda- 
pest Station. 


Budapest, Hungary, April 17.—Hune- 
gary received Theodore Roosevelt. with 
open arms after he crossed the frontier 
today, popular enthusiasm, according 
to the newspaper editors, exceeding 
anything since the days of ‘Louis Kos- 
suth. 

The journey, after Colonel Roosevelt 
left the Prossburg to spend 
the afternoon with Count Apponyi, 
whom he had entertained at Washing- 
ton and Oyster Bay, assumed almost 
the character of a triumphant pro- 
cession. The entire pepulation of the 
ancient capital of Hungary turned out, 
the mayor and other city authorities 
greeting the ex-president of the United 
States at the station. They welcomed 
him as the apostle of TIiberty and 
peace. 

Great Enthusiasm Shown. 

At the three villages, each made up 
of a different race, Magygar, Slivak 
and German, that the party passed 
through on the automobile trip to the 
Apponyl castle, Colonel Roosevelt was 
met with equal enthusiasm. In each 
instance, the president of the village, 
the priest, scheolmaster, fire brigade 
in uniform, and the school children in 
white, stopped the automobile to offér 
flowers and words of welcome. 

The return trip from the castle, by 
another route, was marked by similar 
demonstrations, and when Budapest 
was reached at 9 o’clock tonight, the 
former president was fairly mobbed at 
the station, which, in spite of the 
heavy downpour of rain, was. sur- 
rounded by thousands of Hungarians, 
cheering. wildly. The mayor of Bu- 
dapest and representatives from al! 
the societies in the city were there to 
meet Colonel Roosevelt when he 
stepped out On the platform, while 
hundreds of railroad men from. the 
yards clambered on top of the train 
to take part in the demonstration. 

“Star Spangled Banner.” 

The University students, massed out- 
side the building; sang the “Star 
Spangled Banner” as the ex-president 
was whisked away to his _ hotel, 
through solid walls of. people who had 
waited patiently in the rain to see 
the distinguished American pass.

WHEN AMERICA TAKES STOCK. 


On Friday, Uncle Sam got under way his decennial stock- 
taking. 

In city and state and territory, wherever the Stars and Stripes 
float to the breeze, energetic men and women are tirelessly asking 
questions of other men and women and children, with a view to 
seeing how fast and how far the country has gone in the last ten 
years. 

The taking of the census has often been subject for jibe in 
newspapers, for good-humored thrust and parry by men in their 
clubs and their homes, when they likened the enumerator to the 
seven-year locust, to the’ bill collector, or to some other equally 
pestiferous if petty plague. 

As a matter of accuracy, it is a solemn and portentous mo- 
ment when a nation rising eighty million souls pauses long enough 
iri its pursuit of success and pleasure, and—trouble—to make an 
inventory of its pace and its possessions. 

The house that attempted to do business without keeping 
books would stand a small chance of discovering the leaks, of reme- 
dying its errors, or of meeting the end. of the fiscal year with a 
healthy balance to its credit. 

And the same reasoning applies with a nation. The census, 
the thirteenth this year, is merely a keeping of books on a large 
scale, a checking of the material things that underlie prosperity or 
its reverse under every sun. 

When a physician treats a patient, he makes a diagnosis and 
upon that he builds a prognosis. In other words, he winnows 
the real source of the trouble from a score of vague and undefined 
symptoms, and with his knowledge of medicine and physiology 
ventures a prophecy of the outcome of the case, provided the pa- 
tient is amenable to the prescribed treatment. 

Embarking upon his thirteenth decennial census, Uncle Sam 
1s both stock-taker and physician. He is going to find out, by the 
most scientific of statistics, what underlies our prosperity in one 
direction, what hampers it in another, the rate at which his sub- 
jects are multiplying, what they own, the trend of their endeavors, 
the status of their education, their mental and spiritual leanings. 

From a national, a state and a municipal standpoint, much de- 
pends upon the accuracy of the present enumeration. Coopera- 
tion with the employees charged with the task is an act of patriot- 
ism.

A good story is that Polk Miller 
tcld when paying tribute to his 
friend, the late Joel Chandler Harris, 
during a visit to his friends on The 
Constitution Saturday. It was some 
years ago when the genius of Mr. Har- 
ris was world-famed and Mr. Miller, 
was reproaching him for not having 
published a certain story which Mr. 
Miller recailed in Mr. Harris’ first 
writings on The Constitution. 

It was the story of “Uncle Henry 
Adams,’ Mr. Miller explained, but Mr. 
Harris declared he had never written 
a story by that name. “Tell it to me, 
Miller,” he asked, and Mr. Miller told 
the story in his inimitable fashion, 
and Mr. Harris, recognizing it, finally, 
laughed immoderately at his own story, 
and remarked that “even if he had 
written it, it was one of the best 
stories he ever heard.” 

Mr. Miller has many friends in the 
city who were most hospitable in their 
entertainment of him. -He. spent the 
greater part of Friday with his friend, 
Major J. F. Hanson, and Saturday 
morning in the studio of his friend 
Hal Morrison, the well-known artist 

He left Sunday for Birmingham to 
continue his southern tour. 

He has lectured every night except 
Sundays since his engagement began, 
in early January, and demonstrates 
in his good health and spirit that he 
applies the principles of the ‘Don't 
Worry Club.” 

Mr. Miller is one of the few of the 
“After-the-War” interpreters of south- 
ern dialect, who knows it from hav- 
ing heard it in the homes of the old 
south, when the salon of the southern 
plantations represented the highest 
culture in the world. He caught there 
the note of the “old general's” voice 


in tender command of his little prin- 
cipality, and the soft one of the 


“queens” who 
They spoke 


reigned in those homes. 
calmlv and gently undis- 
turbed by the noises against which 
the average man and woman speaks 
today. Then the loud-voiced man and 
the harsh-voiced woman were un- 
known in the homes which illumined 
southern life. 

Those who had a giimpse of that 
life in their childhood, even, cannot 
forget it. They talk of it in low 
reminiscent tones. There may have 
been the dropping intonations on the 
last syllable,and their may have been 
the petted gentleness of the woman's 
voice, but there could never have been 
that bad English, that garbling of the 
language and that sickly drawl] that 
would-be imitators of southern dialect 
essay on the stage when the ante- 
bellum life is the theme and southern 
dialect the object of the interpreter. 

Mr. Miller interprets the south 
by-gone days as it was—the “master,” 
the “mistress” and the ‘slave’’—he 
portrays in charming stories, anec- 
dotes and the music which accompa- 
nies. 

The “darky” he portrays is not the 
modern “Rastus on Parare,” or be- 
decked ‘Mary - Jane,” ‘but “Uncle 
Henry,’ of whom Joel Chandler Harris 
wrote, and “Mammy Ann,” whom the 
children loved, 

The peculiar art through which Mr. 
Miller has held his thousands of hear- 
ers is one that will pass with him 
and his contemporaries. The tones of 
the voice, the intonations, and above 
all, the real spirit of it all, cannot 
be preserved. The same stories may 
be told, the same songs sung, but the 
voices of the gentle folk of the mas- 
ter’s drawing room ang the voices of 
the cabins in the distance at eventide. 
were a music which cannot be carried 
on when those who caught the sweet 
notes, and held them, have passed 
away.

CLARKE GRAND JURY 
SCORES FEE SYSTEM 


Athens, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)— 
Opening with a severe scoring of the 
system of paying the county officials 
by the fee system, which is now in 
operation in this county, the grand 
jury of Clarke county handed in their 
presentments yesterday afternoon. 

The present fee system was scored 
by the jury on the grounds of being 
far more expensive to the county, 
and of exposing the county officers to 
the temptation of making cases for 
the purpose of collecting the fees 
from the insolvent cOurt costs money. 
That this has been done wad clearly 
intimated in the presentments, and 
the recommendation that the present 
system be replaced by the salary sys- 
tem, and that the jurisdiction of the 
mayors court be so extended as to 
make it concurrent with the city and 
county court on violations of the pro- 
hibition laws and other misdemeanors, 
is taken as a direct rap at certain of- 
ficials. The presentments, which will 
be published in full, state that there 
are too many instances where the 
cases in the higher courts are based 
upon the same offense and the identi- 
cal evidence that served in the mayor's 
court and for which offense the per- 
son has been punished. The jury 
recommended that the mayor be em- 
powered to exercise jurisdiction over 
such misdemeanors and to carefully 
bind over any where the _ evidence 
Warranted further investigation, and 
that no other cases should come up.

The presentments also disclosed a

WILLIAM SHERWOOD PLAYS 
WITH ATLANTA ORCHESTRA 


If Atlanta-at-large were to awake to 
the kind of orchestra which has been all 
winter sojourning in her midst, their 
remarkable work, finding culmination 
in the closing concert of the season at 
the Grand yesterday, Atlanta would be 
distinctly surprised. 

As it the season is over, the 
Philharmonic Orchestra of the Atlanta 
Musical Association, which has devel- 
oped into an organization of splendid 
worth, has completed its series of five 
concerts with but scant appreciation, 
scant in the sense of number. The 
small audiences which did hear them 
were by no means lacking in apprecia- 
tion. 

Sunday’s concert, by far the most 
finished and beautiful of the orches- 
tra’s series, was the climax of steady 
and rapid progress, and the orchestra 
proved itself one of which any city 
might well be proud. 

It is no easy matter for a s¥mphony 
orchestra like this, who have had not 
quite a vear’s work together, to un- 
dertake the playing of a concert with 
a noted pianist, who has been soloist 
with the Thomas orchestra and similar 
institutions. But that is what the 
Philnarmeniec Orchestra did Sunday, 
William Whitney Hubner conducting, 
and with more than credit to them- 
selves. 

William H. Sherwood: was the pianist, 
and while he is apparently a reason- 
able man, he is a musician and would 
most likely brook no support that was 
unsatisfactory: but the eombination 
of orchestra and piano proved excel- 
lently in touch with each other. 

It was no fault of Mr. Sherwood’s 
that he failed to absorb all the interest 
of his hearers. His playing of the 
Liszt Concerto was a delightful per- 
formance, but many in the audience 
were watching with bated breath that 
orchestra. If the orchestra had start- 
ed out badly the audience could have 
sat back in its seat, and said, “Oh, well, 
they ought not to have attempted it.” 
But the beginning was so good and 
the work progressed so well that the 
house was on the qui vive throughout, 
lest the orchestra should not live up 
to its splendid promise. And it did. 
providing Mr. Sherwood with a most 
satisfying background for an interest- 
ing interpretation.

The Salome air from Herodiade was an 
exquisite rendition, and she _ proved 
delightful versatility in a group of 
songs. 

To return to the orchestra, of which 
it is a special pleasure to write, they 
have done nothing better than ‘“‘Ase’s 
Death,” and “‘Anitra’s Dance” from 
the Peer Gynt Suite. The strings in 
the former especially displayed such a 
splendid unity, and expressed at the 
same time their muted feeling so well, 
as to form a highly finished rendition, 
which proved it. was well] they had 
postponed this number from a former 
concert, because its rehearsal had 
not, they believed, been adequate. 

The Haydn Military Symphony was 
a fresh and exhilarating performance, 
and the Prize Song from Meistersinger 
and the March from Tannhauser gave 
the full force of the orchestra oppor 
tunity for most admirable expres<.on.

Christy Mathewson, the famous 
pitcher of the New York Giants, has 
made the greatest hit of his career 
with his great baseball story “Won in 
the Ninth.”

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Application by the “Old Guard” of 
the Gate City Guard, one of Atlanta’s 
oldest and most widely known mili- 
tary companies for a charter, has 
caused no little discussion among mili- 
tary men in Atlanta, many of those 
talking, asserting that the Dick bill, 
making all military companies a part 
of the National Guard, has proven a 
hard blow to the military spirit once 
So pronounced. 

“Take Atlanta as an illustration,” 
said an old military man a few days 
ago, “notice the change. As it is, the 
companies in Atlanta, in the Fifth 
Georgia, are now merely known by 
letters. Of course, they have the same 
adyantages they once had, maybe bet- 
ter, but then there is an absnce of that 
fraternal, friendly feeling existed in 
the early days. Do you know there 
are few companies with a more varied 
history than the Gate City Guard? 
It is one of the oldest companies in 
the state, certainly outside of Savan- 
nah. On its rolls appear names of 
men who have made history in the 
state and in the nation. It went to 
the Civil war and was in many hard 
battles. At one time in the early part 
of that conflict the entire company 
got lost in the mountains of Virginia, 
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Bank, Clearings.

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and were absent for days before they 
were finally put on their way back 
to the main body. During those days 
there was nothing to eat and the 
members of the company subsisted on 
roots and wild game they found in 
the mountains. 

“After the war the company made 
a tour of the New England states un- 
der arms and were everywhere re- 
ceived and entertained. In New York 
city the company became the guests 
of the famous Seventh regiment and 
were given every attention. In Al- 
bany they were reviewed by the gov- 
ernor of the state. 

“And do you know,” 
old military authority, “that the Gate 
City Guard attended the funeral of 
President Grant in New York, and was 
in line of march to Riverside? Then 
the guard attended President Davis’ 
i funeral in New Orleans and followed 
‘ President Davis’ body to Maitre ceme- 
| tery.

“Few military companies have had’ 


ithe distinction of attending the fu- 
| neral of the chief executive of two 
countries. I doubt whether there is 
another instance on record in this 
country. 

“Through the Gate City Guard, the 
largest military fair ever held in the 
south was pulled off here. Companies 
came from the west and from the New 
England states and a big sham battle 
was worked at old Oglethorpe park. 
The fair was held under an immense 
tent on a big vacant lot in the Mark- 
ham. House. It lasted two months 
nearly and was largely attended every 
night. A snug sum was realized and 
subsequently the Gate City armory was 
built on Peachtree at James street, and 
when it was dedicated it was the larg- 
est armory in the state, outside of Sa- 
vannah, and the most up-to-date and 
perfect in every detail. 


“Then there were the Atlanta Rifles. 
That company, like the Guard, 
made up of the best young’ men of 
the city. It was one of the best 
drilled companies in the state, and at 
the big interstate drill in Jacksonville 
the Rifles pulled down the big prize. 
Later, in 1890, the Rifles entered the 
big interstate drill at Kansas City. 
The crack companies from all over the 
middle west were entered for the big 
prize—$10,000—and Rifles came out in 
the lead. 

“And the reception that company 
had when it came home! It was given 
a bigger welcome than the returning 
soldiers from Cuba with General Joe 
Wheeler’ in command. A cannon was 
placed on a flat car and was run up 
to Austell, where it greeted the com- 
pany. Then running ahead of the spe- 
cial train the cannon fired every two 
or three minutes. As the. special 
reached the city limits every whistle 
in town, locomotive or stationary, tried 
to see how much noise it could make. 

“At the old depot it seemed as if 
everybody in Atlanta had gathered, and 
the reception still lives in the mem-

“Then there was the Atlanta Cadets. 
That company was short lived, but it 
had a brilliant history. Captain 
Harry Jackson was in command and 
it was one of the best drilled com- 
panies in the citx One summer it 
made a trip to Richmond and for a 
week lived a camp life in the park 
around the state capitol—the old capf- 
tol of the confederate government. 
From Richmond the Cadets went to 
Greenbrier White Sulphur Springs, 
then in the heighth of the season, 
where the members lived under tents 
for two weeks. The trip was an ova- 
tion from start to finish. 

‘Now, during those days the com- 
pany armories were half clubs and 
there the boys drilled and when not 
drilling passed the time pleasantly. 

“Now, there is no more of that. 
Every member of any company now in 
Atlanta is about the same as a com- 
mon soldier when it comes to the so- 
Cla] pleasures they once enjoyed.” 


It seems that Atlanta’s first post- 
office was located at Whitehall, now 
West End. Mrs. Richard Peters writes 
interestingly about Atlanta’s first post- 
office, and its first postmaster. Here 
is what Mrs. Peters has to Say: 

“I have read what you say of the 
early postmasters of Atlanta. 

“Mr. Fred Arms came .south with 
the civil engineers to builg the 
railroad to this place. The first o 
to be opened was at Whitehall, the 
home of a Mr. Humphries (now called 
West End.) Mr. Fred Arms was made 
postmaster at ‘Whitehall.’ 

“Later, when the town was called At- 
lantea, Mr. Wash Collier owned a 
Store at the junction of Decatur and 
Marietta streets, and was appointed 
first postmaster for Atlanta in his own 
store. 

“In the year 1845 Mr. Ji. S. Smith was 
appointed, and served several years 
in a store he owned at the corner of 
Whitehall and Alabama streets. 

“Mr. Arms and family returned to 
their home at the north, and have no 
relatives in this part of the country 
that I ever heard of. 

Mr. Joe Smith died many vears ago. 
He had three sons, but I think all have 
passed away.”
